■  To  regulate  interstate  and  foreign  commerce  in  cotton,  wheat 
corn,  tobacco  and  rice,  to  maintain  parity  of  prices,  provide  an 
over  normal  granary  and  conscr.ve  soil  resources. 

Title  I    Loans  and  Parity  Paj^nients  -  The  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture is  directed  to  prepare  and  tender  Adjustment  Contracts 
to  farmers  producing  wlicat  or  corn  for  market.     Under  such  con- 
tracts there  shall  be  made  available  Soil  Conservation  Act 
Payments,  Reserve  Loans  and  Parity  Payments  (Sec,  3),  Soil 
Conservation  -f^ct  Paymicnts  shall  be  made  if  the  eligible  farmer 
has  entered  into  an  Adjustment  Contract;  and  in  lieu  of  the  pay- 
ments under  the  Soil  Ooi;]^scrvation  Act,  cor»perators  shall  receive 
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the  Parity  Payinonts  under  the  /-djnstmont  *-!ontracts. 
NGvortholess ,  if  the  farrer  produces  no  wheat  or  corn 
for  market- but  devotes  the  acrca^-^e  to  soil  conservation 
uses,  lie  shall  not  be  denied  Soil  Conservation /^ct  Pay- 
ments by  reason  of  his  failure  to  enter  into  an  Adjust- 
ment Contract .  (Sec,4} .     The  Surnli;s  Reserve  , Loan  Corpor- 
ation is  established  (Title  VII,  Sec.  70)  and  directed 
to  make-  aval lablo -Surplus  Reserve  Loans  upon  wheat,  corn 
or  cotton  for,  marke-ting.  at  prescribed  rates  based  upon 
parity- price,  and  may  make  loans  avo.ilablo  upon  rice,

If  the 
farm.ers  producing  cotton,^  wheat,  corn,  tobacco  or  rice, 
indicate  bv  vote  in  a  referendum  carried  out  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  21  th-at  markctijig  auotas  mth 
respect  .to.  s.uch  CQmn'Odity  arc  opposed  by  T"oro  than  one 
third  of  such  i'armcrs,  loans  shall  not  .be  available  there- 
after until  the  boginnin  •  of  the  second  succeeding  m.arlcet- 
ing-  year_. 

Ai;  the  close  cf  oacli  m-arketin;-  year  for.  cotton,  v/heat 
and  corn,  the  farmer  m.ust  bo  a  coopcrator  in  order  to  be 
eligible  for  such  Parity  r.-'.^Tnents  ►    The  Secretary  is  author- 
ized, when  necessary,  to  stabilize  at  parity  the  current 
farm  prices  by  calling  Surplus  Reserve  Loans  secured  by  the 
comm.odity,  roloasin,'^  stored  stocks  of  the  cop'modi.ty,  releas- 
ing stocks  of  t'le  com:  odity  held  under  m.arkoting  quota 
restrictions,  or  disposing  of  stocks  of  the  commodity 
acquired  by  the  Surplus  Reserve  Loan  Corporation  in  connection 
with  Surplus  R';scrve  ■'-'cans. 

Soil-depleted  base  acreages  for  wheat  a.nd  corn  shall  be 
established  for  each  farm  produciiig  whe-at  or  corn,  such 
allotments  to  be  equitably  adjusted  riccordlnfr  to  the  tillable 
acreage,  typo  of  soil,  topography,  and  -oroduction  facilities, 
Mienevor  the  total  supply  of  wheat  or  corn,  -as  of  the  begin- 
ning of  the  marketing  year,  has  boon  ascertained,  the  Secretary, 
a^^ter  he-arings,  shall  establish  t]:e  ever  norm^'il  granary  for 
such  comjTicdity  during  the  m.arketing  year.     Re  shall  also 
establish  the  percentage  of  the  basic  acreage  I'or  the  commodity 
which  is  to  be  diverted  from  the  production  of  such  commodity 
during  the  marketi.ng  yca.r. 

Title  TT    Varkotin?:  Quota  for  "^'^^'heat  and  Corn  -  '-''honover 
the  Secretary  believes  the  total  supply  of  wheat  or  corn  at 
the  rioginning"  cf  the  marketing  year  vlll  oxcccd  the  normal 
supply  by  10'',  ho  shall  hold  public  hearines  at  a  convenient 
place  .for  the  purpose  of  ascertaini".g  as  nearly  as  possible 


the'  total  supply  of  such  coinmodity.     On  the  basis  of  gnch 
hearings,  if  it  be  doterinincd  that  the  total  supply  vdll 
exceed  the  normal  supply  by  more  than  lO't,  he  shall  proclaim 
the  amo.unt  of  such  total  supply  and  that  a  national  marketing 
quota  shall  be  in  effect  for  the  cjurrent  crop  year.  Sot-iveen 
the  dates  of  the  proclaiming  of  the  marketing  quota  and  the 
beginning  of  the  marketing  year,  "^c  Socrotary  shall  condTact 
a  referendum  aiuong  the  farmers  producing  the  comip.odity  who 
would  bo  subject  to  each  marketing  quota,  to  determine  their 
attitude,  and  if  more  than  one  third  of  the  farmers  voting 
are  opposed  to  th^e  quota,  the  Secretary  shall  suspend  its 
operation. 

Title  III    Marketing  'Quotas  for  Cotton  -  The  Secretary 
shall  proclaim,  on  the  basis  of  findings,  a  national  marketing 
quota  for  cotton  for  the  succeeding  m^arketing  year,  and  such 
quota  is  to  bo  apportioned  among  the  states .according  to  the 
total  production  of  cotton.     Provision  is  made  for  increasing 
or  suspending,  upon  contingency,  the  m.arkoting  quota  in  order 
to  make  a  normal  supply  available  during  the  marketing  year» 

Title  IV    Marketing  Quota  for  'tobacco  -  A  national  r^arket- 
ing  quota  for  tobacco  shall  be  proclaimed  by  the  Secretary, 
on  the  basis  of  findings,   for  the  ensuing  marketing  year,  ^uch 
quota  is  to  bo  apportioned  among  the  states.    After  such  pro- 
clamation the  Secretary  shall  conduct  a  referendum,  of  farmers 
subject  to  the  national  m.arketing  quota  for  tobacco,  and  if 
more  tlian  one  third  of  the  farmers  voting  oppose  the  qut^ta, 
the  Secretary  shall  proclaim^  that  the  quota,  shall  not  bacome 
effective.     The  Secretary  m.ay  adjust  or  suspend  such  quotas 
upon  contingency  and  after  hearings  thereon. 

Title  V    J'arketing  Quotas  for  Rice  -  On  the  basis  of 
available  statistics,  the  Sscretary  shall  proclaim  the  total 
amount  of  rice  needed  during  the  m.arkoting  year  beginning 
August  1,  1937,  and  apportion  such  total  among  the  several 
states.     Provision  is  made  for  Soil  Conservation  and  Dcm.estic 
Allotment  Pa^^TTionts  for  the  1P37  crop.    Marketing  quotas  for 
rice  are  to  be  proclaimed  except  for  the  year  1938,  and  the 
Secretary  may,  after  public  hearings,  terminate  or  increase 
such  marketing  quotas. 

Title  VI    Adm.inistrative  -^""rovisions  -  Definitions, 
legislative  findings,  .and  standards  are  prescribed  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Secretary  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
the  Act.     Marketing  quotas  and  soil-depleting  base  acreages 
are  to  be  published  and  posted  in  each  area.    Under  regulations 
of  the  Secretary,  any  farm^or  dissatisfied  mth  assigned  acreages 
or  quotas  may  htive  th^..  doterm.inatirin  reviewed  by  a  Committee 
appointed  for  tliat  purpose,     ^he  necessary  apnropriations  are 
authorize."!  for  the  fiscal  year  •commencing  July  1,  1938,     S.'j'^  of 
the  appropriation  for  the  Soil  'conservation  and  Domestic  Allct- 
m.ent  Act  shall  be  made  available  after  July  1,  1938,  for  Parity 
Payments.     $10,000,000  from  the  appropriation  for  the  Soil 


Conservation  and  Domestic  j.llotmont  ^-ct  is' nndc  available 
for  administrative  expenses  durinrc  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Title  VII    Surplus  Reserve  Loan  Corporation  -  The 
Corporation  is  established  r.dth  a  capital  stock  of'  .'-lOOjOOOjOOO 
to  be  nanaf^od  by  a  Board  of  three  Directors  ■  appointed  by  the 
Secretary,  for  the  purpose  of  makinr;;  and  administcrinn;  Surplus 
Reserve  Loans.    All  obligations  issued  by  the  Corporation 
shall  be  exornpt  from  taxation  both  as  t5  principal  and  interest 
(except  state  and  inheritances  taxes),  as  vrell  as  all  other 
property  or  income  except  real  property. 

Title  VIII    Amendments  to  "^oil  Conservation  and  Dom.cstic 
Allotment  Act  -  Detailed  amendments  in  the  Soil  Conservation 
and  Dom.ostic  i^llotmont  Act  arc  proposed  to  coordinate  the 
provisions  of  both  •''■cts.' 

Title  IX    Cotton  Pool  Participation  Trust  Certificates  - 
The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  ma.ko  available  from  an  appro-

Effective  90  days  from  passage,  the  issuance  of  debentures 
by  Federal  Intermediate  Credit  Banks  is  prohibited  (except  in 
an  emergency  vrith  the  approval  of  the  President  and  the  Agri- 
cultural Bank  Note  Committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary  of 
■  the  Treasury,  Farm  Credit  Administration  'loverhor,  and  Tnter- 
miO.dia.te  Credit  Commdssioner ) ,     In  lieu  thereof,  these  banks 
are  authorized  to  issue  notes  to  an  am.ount  not  exceeding  either 
the  value  of  their  unpledged  intangible  property,  or  15  tim.GS 
their  unimpaired  capital  and  surplus,  or  ?Js  times  their  total 
reserve  fund  under  the  Gold  ^^eserve  Act  of  1934,     Such  notes 
would  constitute  valid  obligations  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  issuing  bank,  which  avould  bo  required  to  maintain  deposits 
of  other  lawful  money  for  rodomption  theroof  (either  by  trie 
Treasurer  or  by  the  issuing  bank),  in  an  amiount  not  less  than 
5  percent  of  the  notes  outstanding.
